The vote on electing city officials by 
a popular vote was carried in every 
ward except the eigath. The totals 
showed: For popular vote on city offi- 
cials, 2.697; against such elections, 
1128. This shows a majority for the 
amendment of 1,569. . 

The amendment on

the majority rule, 2,775; against 
jority elections, 803.

These votes were ordered by the city 
executive tommittee merely to get an 
expression from the people. A compara- 
tively small vote was cast in the city. 
The vote was out of a total! registration 
of 6,789. 

if the manner of electing the city min- 
isterial officers is changed, it must be 
done by the city council, and to do this 
the terms of some of the city officers 
would probably have to be changec, as 
they expire at various times of the year 
and could not well be reguiated at ‘one 
election. 
About Majority Rule. 

As to the vote on the majority rule in 
primaries, the vote yesterday can be 
acted upon by the next executive com-. 
mittee. There is now a bill pending in }, 
the legislature providing that all prima- 
ries. in the cities of dver 75,000 popula- | 
tion shall be “held under a majority 
rule. This pill has been read twice and 
has been reported upon favorably by the 
special judiciary committee. It is prob- 
able that this bill will soon be passed.

Governor Takes Position That 
Road Has Only to Obey the Law, 
Like Private Persons, in Or- 
der to Get All the Peace 
It Wants. 


Washington, D. C., August 7, 1907.— 
(Special.)—The executive officers of the 
Southern railway, who have been in con- 
ference in New York throughout the 
present week, have, according to report 
here, reached the decision that it will 
be the part of wisdom to abandon the 
litigation instituted in the federal courts 
for the nullification of reduced passenger 
rates in several states of the south. 

President Finley and other executive 
officers of the system went to New York 
Saturday, and they were joined monday 
by Colonel A. B. Andrews, the first vice- 
president. It is generally understood 
that this conference took place at the 
metropolis so that the officials could 
kéep in touch with those who have the 
largest financial interest in the road. 

A high official of the Southern frankly 
admitted today in the course of conver- 
sation that appeal to the federal courts 
in all of the passenger rate cases Was a 
mistake. ' 

Those who prompted this course ar- 
gued that it would bé best for the rail. 
roads to go before the supreme court of 
the United States with a favorable de- 
cision, and the position was taken that 
such a decision would be the most like- 
ly given in the federal than in the state 
courts. The railroads retognize that 
they have - lost any adwantage ‘they 
might have obtained frfom the federa] 
injunctions given them, &nd what is still 
worse, they have aroused the hostility of 
public opinion. This they fear will we 


reflected at sessions of the legislatures 
in various states.

RAILROAD RATES ON FRUIT. 


Important Decision Made by Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 
Washington, August 7.—In a decision by the 
interstate commerce commission announced 
today it was held that where carriers exact- 
ed from shippers a special, higher rate than 
ordinarily charged in consideration of an ex- 
pedited service, the higher rate could not be 
charged uniess the service gontemplated ac- 

tually was rendered. 

The opinion was written by Commissioner 
Clark and was in the case of the American 
Fruit Union, of Cincinnati, Ohio, against the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans anf Texas Pacific 
railway. After holding that the carrier is 
not entitled to exact the higher rate unless 
the special service is rendered, Commissioner 
Clark says: 

‘This principle is recognized 
between the federal government and the 
railways for fast mail service and by the 
railways in connection with their excess-fare, 
b limerted passenger trains. In both instances 
carriers forfeit a part of the compensation 
if they fail to make the time agreed upon.’’ 

In this case defendants’ rate on strawber- 
ries in car loads, under refrigeration from 
Chattanooga, Tenn., and Oakdale, Tenn., to 
Cincinnati was found unreasonable and the 
rate of 27 cents per crate was ordered to be 
reduced to 88 cents per crate. Reparation 
was also awarded to shippers injured by the 
failure of the defendant to supply the spe- 
cial service.

Adoption of National Politi- 
cal Platform 


‘OLD FARMERS’ ALLIANCE 
OCALA PLATFORM ADVANCED 


Hon. Thomas E. Watson, in Speech 
Before a Large Gathering at 
Thomson, Declares Farmers’ 
Lnion Must Have Nation- 
al Creed and Purpose. 


By JOHN CORRIGAN. 

Whiteoak Campground, near Thomson, 
Ge., August 7.—(Special.)—“T1e Farmers’ 
Union is going to declare the same prin- 
ciples and make the same fight attempt- 
“ed by the old Farmers’ Alliance, and in 
that fight I am going to help,” said Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson today. 

He was addressing an audience of 
some |,000 or |,200 people in the main 
tent at the Whiteoak campground, sev- 
@n miles from Thomson. ‘The audience 
included people of five countifes, McDuf- 
fie, Lincoln, Wilkes, Columbia and War- 
ren. They had met unde, the auspices 
of the Farmers’ Educationat and Co- 
operative Union, and Mr. Watson was 
the principa] speaker of the aay. Presi- 
dent C. S. Barrett and R. F. Duckworth, 
secretary of the union, were expected, 
but were prevented from coming. 

National Scope Advocated. 

The whole burden of Mr. Watson's 
address, repeated gain ana again in 
Slightly different forms, was that the 
Farmers’ Union must have a _ national 
scope, a national creed, national princi- 
pies and a national purpose. He is 
convinced that the time has come, or 
will soon come, when this organization, 
embracing in its membership 1,200,000 
farmers, cannot be held sogeiner by the 
restricted plans and narrow purposes 
which now prevail. He wishes the or- 
Sanization to broaden out, to take a 
more coinprehensive view of things and 
to support with their united influence 
a national campaign, or a campaign for 
national officers, having in view the re- 
peal of ali laws granting special privi- 
leges, and especially those which op- 
@rate against the farmer. This program 
he wil] actively urge in his pertodicals. 

He finds this platform already framed 
and these principles already enunciated 
in the Ocala platform, which was adopt- 
ed by the Farmers’ Alliance ar Ocala, 
Fla. That platform contains the fol- 
lowing declarations: 

The income tax. 

The removal of tariff taxes from all 
the necessaries of life, 

Direct election of United States sena- 
tors by the people. 

Abolition of national banks and gov- 
ernment loans to the people on good Se- 
curity at 2 per cent interest. 

No favoritism or class legislation. 

Mr. Watson repeatedly drew compari- 
Sons between the Farmers’ Union of to- 
day and the Farmers’ Alliance of yester- 
day, and insisted that their purposes 
Were the same. “The Farmers’ 
was the greatest educational factor this 
country ever knew,” he said. 

Taking up the warnings and admoni- 
tions against plunging the Farmers’ 
Union into the maelstrom of politics in 
which the old Farmers’ Allianee had 
gone to wreck, Mr. Watson said: 

“Politics, meaning indorsing this man 
for this particular office, should be 
avoided. But politics in its last and 
loftiest definition means the relationship 
that exists or should exist between the 
government and the people. Even ihe 
churches are not too good to take an 
occasional hand in practical politics. 

“The Farmers’ Union will not reach 
the point of its greatest usefulness and 
achieve the hope it entertains, until the 
organization ‘brings pressure to bear 
upon the politician and the statesman 
and tells them certain laws are oppres- 
sive and must be repealed. Certain other

Tom Watson Pleads for the 


The crowd, was never very enthusias- 
th, and, in fact, seemed satisfied to 
listen to the speaker more because it 
was Tom Watson talking than for the 
message he had to convey. However, a 
ripple of applause greeted this last re- 
mark. 

Watson on the Politicians. 

Mr. Watson paeid hig respects to 
politicians in no very 
way. He assured his hearers that when

their united voice was raised for reforms | 


the politicians would fall over themselves 


to give heed, ag they did in the case of! 


the immigration discussion. “‘When you 
declare as positively and unequivocally 
in favor of any measure or in disap- 
proval thereof, both the politician and 
the statesman will give prompt heed; 
the statesman will be with you from 
principle and the politician from policy.” 

Before the audience could recover from 
this sally, he set them off again with the 
statement htta when the politicians knew 
the farmerg were bound for a certain 
vantage ground, the politicians would al- 
ways get there first. , 

“The thing that broke up the Farmers’ 
Alliance.” said Mr. Watson, and it would 
be the part of prudence for the Farmers’ 
Union to avoid the reef on Which they 
went to reck, ‘‘was the great attraction 
which public office held for the officials 
of that association. Why, there was 4 
time. when every officer of the state 
lodge, except lecturer, was a candidate. 
Here in McDuffie the president was run- 
ning for one office and the secretary for 
another.’ 

Another evil of the old system which 
Mr. Watson deprecated was the intém 
erate abuse of people who live in citie 
bankers, manufacturers, railroad mana- 
gers and capitalists as such and not 
becauses they were individually venal or 
corrupt. 

He denounced the system of govern- 
ment loans to the national banks, and 
drew some striking pictures of what tne 
$160,000,C0OO0 deposited by the govern- 
ment in the national banks of the coun- 
try, without interest, would accomplish 
if loaned out to the farmers—$4,000,000 
to each state, at an interest rate of 2 
per cent. He said that now it was loaned 
to the banks for nothing, and the farm- 
er who wanted some of the money was 
forced to pay as high as !2 per cent for 
its use. 

James J. Pennington presided at the 
exercises and explained briefly the plans 
of the Farmers’ Union. 

Those occupying seate on the stand 
were: Sam Walker, Alvin Wilson, John 
Dozier, Bill McCorkle, Bill ‘Meadows, 
Angus Bailey, J. F: Fullberg, Chas. 
Smith, D. W. Cason. 

The chairman introduced Rev. J. &. 
Lee, of Barnesville, state organizer Of 
the Farmers’ Union, who developed the 
purposes of the society. He said 80,000 
Georgians were united in this movement 
for the betterment of the rural home. 
He called attention to the constitutional 
provision forbidding politics and party- 
ism in the organization. He declared the 
farmer who today holds aloof from tne 
war in which the agricultural classes are 
engaged is no better than was the Tory 
in the days of Washington. 

After the midday picnic luncheon on 
the camp grounds, other speakers dis- 
cussed the aims and plans of the Farm- 
ers’ Union, and pleaded for a more per- 
fect organization, 

In introducing Mr. Watson, the chalir- 
man said that after 30 years of effort 
Mr. Watson had apparently ‘‘won his 
fight.’’ 

Mr. Watson’s Speech. 

Mr. Watson was greeted with generous 
applause by his home people as ne arose 
to speak. He said: 

‘In ‘Memoirs of General Sam Dale,’ 
who was one of the officers in charge 
of the Indians that were being removed 
from Alabama and Georgia, we are told 
in a most touching way of the love those 
red men bore this beautiful land. 

“General Dale relates that not. only 
were the women and children heart- 
broken with grief at having wo give up 
their homes, but that the warriors 
themselves were utterly unmanned. 
Stoical braves who would have died un- 
der tortue without a groan, broke down 
and cried like children when the United 
States soldiers came to march them off 
to the west. General Dale says that 
after the Indians had been collected and 
started on their long journey, they would 
return, each night, to their homes, to 
see them once more. This. was kept up 
until the camp was pitched forty miles 
away.

Rockefellers. 

“Under this diabolical system of na- 
tional taxation, John D. Rockefeller, 
worth his $500,000,000, pays no greater 
sum toward the support of the na- 
tional government than many a two- 
horse farmer pays. Under any decent- 
ly fair system of taxation, Rockefeller 
would pay five hundred thousand 
times more taxes to the federal govern- 
men than are paid by a farmer who 
is worth one thousand dollars.

GREAT PERSONAL VICTORY 
FOR BB STATESMAK

By Vote of 108 to 67 the Minority 
Substitate Was Defeated, After 
Which the Hall Bill Was 
Passed Without 
Dissent. 


By a vote of 164 to O tne Hall anti- 
pass bill was passed by the house yes- 
terday afternoon, shortly after 1/2 
o'clock and in the first clash between 
Joe Hill Hall and the administration, 
the gentleman from Bibb was victor- 
lous, overwhelmingly. 

What was thought to have been a 
close race between the Hall anti-pass 
bill and that favored and supported by 
the administration, pushed by the ad- 
ministration leaders on the fioor of the 
house, resolved itself into a landslide 
and when the final vote was ordered 
there was not even a call for the aye 
and nay register. 

Some one proposed that the bill be 
passed by a rising vote and on the call 
there shot up into the air 164 hands in 
eager support ofthe measure. 

Upon the call tor “those opposed”’ 
there was not a single one and Mr. Hall 
had achieved the greatest victory that 
has been accomplished by him during his 
long service with the state. It was 
clearly his fight against the adminis- 
tration. 

He so stated it early in the session 
when, in the committee room, he de- 
clared ‘‘Word has gone out from the 
administration that I am not to have 
the credit for the passage of the anti- 
pass bill. J appeal to you, gentlemen, 
to give me my rights, for which I have 
heen fighting for all these years. And 
I tell you right now, unless my bil) ig 
passed there will be none.” 


Largely a Personal Victory. 
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All during this fight he has put his! 


personality up against that of the ad- 
ministration and his victory is as much 
a personal conquest as it is a triumph 
fer the principles for which he _ has 
fought so long. It is recalled that 
on the first day of the session he sent 
his now famous eanti-pass bill up to the 
clerk's desk for its first reading. It 
was numbered 18 and referred to the 
eommittee on railroads.

Who won a great victory over the 
administrative forces yesterday 
when his anti-pass bill was put 
through the house.

It caught the 
double shot from the administration 
foree, which wanted the minority’ sub- 
stitute adopted and the Hall forces who 
wented only the Hall bill passed.

This bill -prohibits railroads, express, 
telegraph or telephone companies, or any 
company exercising any public franchise 
in this state from extending to any city, 
eounty or state official or any candidate 
for such office any courtesy not gen- 
erally given to the public at large, and 
provides a penalty for the failure to ob- 
serve the same by a fine of $1,000 and 
punishment as for a misdemeanor. 

Exception is made in favor of attor- 
neys or other bona fide employees of the 
conporations at the time of their elec- 
tion, but prohibits them from using these 
courtesies then except on official busi- 
ness for the corporation which they 
serve.

REGISTRATION OF AGENTS 
ABOUT ONLY THING LEFT 


Bill as Passed Makes Very Little 
Change From the Present Sit- 
uation—Fight With House 
Over the Bill Is 
Predicted. 


The house anti-lobbying bil, by Mr 
Wright, of Floyd, was passed by tne 
Senate yesterday by a vote of 27 to 13, 
after the measure had been so amended 
as to mean practically no change in 
the present situation. Amendments of- 
fered by Senator Felder were adopted 
striking out the famous “bridling 
clause,’ which prohibited a hired agent 
from talking to a member of the gen- 
eral assembly in private, and tne clause 
which provided that statements of fees 
apid such agents should be filed with the 
secretary of state. 

The bill as passed would not be rec- 
ognized by its author, and beyond the 
provision that all agents, before ap- 
pearing before the general assembly, 
shall register with the secretary of state 
and tell whom they represent and what 
legislation they wish to advocate or op- 
pose, makes very little change from the 
present Georgia laws against lobbying 
and bribery. 

A number of senators, among them 
Senators Knight, Overstreet and Willi- 
vigorously opposed the amend 
ments. Senator Felder, who Is known 
as an admihistration advocate, declared 
the bill went beyond the _Macon 
platform, and that witn his amendments 
it fully met the requirements of that in- 
Strument. Other senators differeq with 
him strongly on this point, but his 
amendments were adopted. 

The bill, as amended and passed by 
the senate, differs so widely from the 
house bill that it is freely predicted that 
a strong fight between the two houses 
will result, and there are many .who 
believe that it will be impossible to get 
an anti-lobbying bifl enacted during this 
Senator Williford gave notice 
of a motion to reconsider. 


Maay Amendments Offered. 


Immediately after the confirmation of 
the journal the anti-lobbying bill of Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd,* was taken up, and 
a number of amendments were sent to 
the clerk's desk. 

Senator Felder inttoducéa an amend- 
ment to section |, the effect of which 
was to strike out the clause requiring 
firms, corporations and associations to 
file with: the’ office of «tne secretary of 
state an itemized statement, verified vy 
the oath of such person, Showing in de- 
tail all expenses paid, incurred or prom- 
ised, directly or indirectly, in connec- 
tion with the legislation penaing at the 
last previous session. 

He said that the amendment should 


and he favored the passage of the Hall 
bill, and voted against the substitute. 

Mr, Atwater, of Upson, explained his 
vote, and declared Mr. Hall was the 
father of the measure; his bill corrected 
all the evilg and that he would vote 
against the substitute so he could vote 
for the Hall bill. 

Mr. Barrow, of Chatham, declared that 
the difference between the substitute and 
the Hall bill was that between radi- 
calism and conservatism, and as a con- 
servative he favored the Hall bill and 
therefore he voted against the substitute. 

Mr. Boyd, of Spalding, explained his 
vote and lauded the Hall anti-pasg bill. 
He said Mr. Hall deserved all the credit 
for awakening sentiment in favor of this 
legislation and his. bill answered every 
purpose, and he voted against the sub- 
Stitute, so he could favor the Hall bill. 

Mr. Chamlee, of Floyd, spoke against 
the substitute and voted no. 

Mr. Flanders, of Johnson, explaincd 
his vote, declaring that the Perry-Jack- 
son anti-pass bill was the only simon 
pure anti-pass measure before the house, 
and he voted aye. 

Mr. Hines, of Baldwin, explained his 
vote and cast it against the substitute. 

Mr. Kendrick, of Taliaferro, said that 
he was a strong Hoke Smith man, but 
he believed in giving credit where credit 
was due and that he thought Mr. Hal 
should have the credit of the measure 
and voted against the substitute. 

Mr. Payton, of Worth, read from his 
platform, showing his supporters spoke 
in favor of the Hall bill, and he voted 
against the substitute. 

gir. Perry, of Hall, explained his vote, 
made a plea for his substitute and voted 
aye. 

Mr. Persons, of Monroe, said the house 
was tired of economic sentiment which 
was not backed up by facts. He said 
the house wanted something else except 
sentiment.

Knight Oppesed Amendments. 

Senator Knight spoke next, in favor 
of the original bill, in opposition to the 
amendments of Senator Felder. He said 
was singular that a flood of 
amendments should be proposed at this 
time. He declared that the bill had 
passed the house unanimously, and that 
if the provisions of the bill rererred to in 
the amendments of Senator Felder were 
stricken out, it would be child’s play to 
pass the bill. He referred to the prohi- 
bition fight in the louse, and alleged 
that on the night of the noted filibuster, 
when Speaker Clayton had ordered the 
fidor cleared and the doors Yocked, a 
prominent whisky dealer’ forced his way 
into the house, and came near getting 
into a fight, and finally had to be eject- 
ed from the floor of the house. 

Senator Felder interrupted the speaker 
and asked: ‘‘Are you opposed to the ser- 
ving of lunches in the lobbies?”’

Senator Flynt argued next In favor of 
the bill as amended, and referred to the 
Macon platform and the position held 
by Senators Felder and Knight. He was 
frequently interrupted by Senators 
Knight and Williford, who asked ques- 
tions concerning the prohibition bill. 

Senator Camp followed, speaking 
favor of the amendments. 

' Senator Henderson of’ the thirty-ninth, 
followed, and in a forceful speech de- 
fended the original bill, and objected 
to any amendments being adopted. He 
was frequently interrupted by Senator 
Flynt, who asked numerous questions 
in reference to the provisions of the 
bill. In response to a question from 
Senator Flynt, Senator Henderson 4ad- 
mitted that the provisions of the Dill 
would apply to the heads of corpora-

.} tions, as well as the paid attorneys of 


these corporations. 

The speaker then made a fina! plea in 
favor of the original bill. 

He said: “Let Georgia rise and lead 
all of the states in this measure, as she 
is now doing in other reform move- 
ments, and crush out this lobbying 
evil.”’ 

Senator Williford followed, speaking 
in favor of the original bill without 
amendments. He referred to the recent 
campaign in Georgia. 

At this point, on motion of Senator 
Brock, the previous question was OF- 
dered, and Senator Overstreet, chair- 
man of the general judiciary commit- 
tee, began the concluding argument. 

Overstreet’s Closing Argument. 

He said that the bill had been recom- 
mended by the committee without 
amendments, that it was an exact copy 
of the bill passed tn Missouri, and 
should be passed by the general assem- 
bly of Georgia. He discussed in detail 
the provisions of the measure, and 
made an earness plea in favor of its 
passage without amendment, and said 
that the people of Georgia had de- 
manded the anti-lobbying bill. He re- 
ferred to the revolution in the state of 
Missouri, and said the anti-lobbying bill 
in that state was largely responsible 
for the status of affairs there. 

Senator Martin spoke next, and argued 
in favor of the provisions of the orig- 
inal bill, and said that while he favored 
attorneys addressing the various com- 
mittees, so as to give light on the ques- 
tions at issue, he thought it wise that 
the counsels should register. He also 
objected to the expense account of the 
attorney having to be submitted. 

Senator Felder, in explaining his vote, 
said that the proposed bill must be from 
Missouri, or some other state, since it 
did not fit Georgia. He said: “I am 
like the man from’ Missouri, and you 
will have to show me.”’ 

Senator Fiynt also explained his vote, 
and said while he favored an anti-*lob- 
bying bill, he thought that the measure 
did not fit the situation in Georgia. He 
favored the amendment of Senator Fel- 
def. 

The’ amendment of Senator Felder to 
strike out the clause referring to the 
furnishing of an itemized statement by 
attorneys, etc., was adopted by a vote 
of 23 to 17. 

Vote on the Amendment.

more than five years,’ ahd for the strik- 
ing out of section 2, which made !t un- 
lawful for any person employed for pe- 
cunjary consideration to act as legisla- 
tive agent, and providing that the act 
shall not be construed or understood to 
repeal or affect the provision of sec- 
tions 319 and 320 of the penal code of 
Georgia; and the amendment to the ti- 
tle, making it conform with the other 
added amendment, were aij adopted. 

The bill as amended, was carried by a 
vote of 27 to 13. 

Senator Williford gave notice that he 
would move, at the proper time, to re- 
consider, and the senate adjourned.

G MEASURE 


AS LEFT BY THE SENATE 


In the discussion over the passage of 
the anti-lobbying biN in the senate yes- 
terday morning, when the amendmen! 
to section one, providing for the punish- 
ment of persons for the violation of the 
provisions of the. bill, was adopted, 
Senator Felder introduced an amend- 
ment to strike out the penalty clause in 
the original bill, but made a mistake in 
numbering his amendment. When the 
time came for the amendment to be 
adopted he asked for the privilege of 
changing that number, Dut Senator 
Knight, who had opposed very strongly 
the passage of the amendments, ob- 
jected to the request of Senator Felder; 
hence the bill as passed by the senate 
contains two penalty clauses. The bill 
in full, as adopted by the senate, fol- 
lows: 

An act requiring legislative counsel and 
legislative agents, retained or employed for 
compensdtion by any person, firm, corpora- 
tion or association to promote or oppose the 
passage of bills or resolutions, or the ap- 
proval of the same, to file with the secretary 
of state a statement in writing subscribed by 
such counsel or agent stating the name of the 
person, firm, corporation or association by 
whom or on whose behalf he is retained or 
employed, together with a brief description of 
the legislation In reference to which such ser- 
vice is to be rendered, providing penalties 
for the violation of this act and for other 
purposes. . 

Section 1. Every person retained or em- 
ployed for compensation as counsel or agent 
by any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion or the regularly retained counsel of such 
person, firm, corporation or association who 
desires to appear to promote or oppose direct- 
ly or indirectly the passage of bills or resolu- 
tions by either house, or to promote or oppose 
executive approval of such bills, shall, in 
each and every year, before any service Is 
entered upon in promoting or opposing such 


legislation, file in the office of the secretary 
of state a writing subscribed by such counsel 
or agent stating the name or names of the 
person or persons, firm or firms, corporation 
or corporations, association or associations, 
by whom or on whose behalf, he is retained 
or employed, together with a brief description 
of the legislation in reference to which such 
service is to he rendered.

INCREASE ON FERTILIZERS 


Important Financial Legislation Is 
Suggested in Message Sent by 
Governor to Legislature Yes- 
terday—Use of Available 


A Money for Schools, 


Governor Smith yesterday sent a 
message to the législature in which, in |! 
view of the state’s low finances and 
the fact that the railroad and other | 
corporations of a like nature are not | 
paying any occupation tax, he urges: 
that such a tax be assessed against 
them, end that the rate be not lower 
than | per cent upon their gross re- 
ceipts. 

He calls attention to the fact that the 
corporations of this class are not now 
paying taxes on the full value of their 
property, and says there is no likeli- 
hood of their assessments being 
brought up to that point this year. 
Such a tax, he says, would bring the | 
state about $400,000 in additional | 
revenue. 

the governor also urges the general 
assembly to pass the bill providing for 
an increase in the fertilizer inspection 
fee from 10 to 25 cents a ton. Such 
increases have been made in South | 
Carolina and Alabama, and 
increased the price of fertilizers. It is 
purfpsed to devote the fund raised 
from this source to the district agri- 
cultural schools and the state agricul- 
tural college. 

The governor likewise recommends 
that he be permitted to use any funds 
in the treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated or which may be available for 
the purpose to pay the school teach- 
ers of the state during 1908, in order 
that they may not have to wait for 
their pay long after it is due. 

‘An effort was made to put an occu- 
pation. tax upon transportation cor- 
porations in the general tax bill, but 
the -committee refused to recommend 
it. The house, however, has the au- 
thority to incorporate such a tax in 
the bill which is now under consider-

The Governor's Message. 
The governor's message in full is as 
follows: ‘ , 


State of Georgia, Executive Department, Au- 
gust 7, 1907.—To the General Assembly of the 
State of Georgia: Permit me to bring to your 
attention cemtain facts connected with raising 
revenue for the sta‘te. 

A The constitution permits a tax levy of 


mills. The tax act for 1907 provides for 
1 mill.and 70-100 to be levied for school 
purposes, 3 mills and 8-100 to be levied for 
general purposes and so much in addition 
thereto as may be necessary to meet the 
$100,000 which we are required to pay by 
January 1, 1908, upon the public debt. The 
total of these sums will not exhaust the 5 
mills permitted by the constitution. The full 
levy of & mills will raise nearly $50,000 in 
addition to the amount covered by the tax 
act of 1907. In view of the condition of the 
treasury I suggest that the tax act for 1907 
be so amended as to permit a levy of the full 
sum of 5 mills.

COMPTROLLER GENERAL'S LETTER. 

Atlanta, August. 6, 1907. 

Hon. Hoke Smith,,Governor, The Capitol— 
Dear Sir: In reply to your request for in- 
formation relative to the basis upon which 
adjustments of the tax assessments made by 
me of the property of telephone and express 
companies were made, I beg to say that the 
supreme court of Georgia having rendered a 
decision to the effect that the contfngent oc- 
cupation tax provided by the tax act of 18905 
upon a percentage of gross ~°rnines of such 
corporations was unconstitutional, I made my 
assessments upon the properties of such cor- 
porations at what I considered the full, fair 
market value of said properties, and the as- 
sessments thus made were accepted by the 
corporations referred to with the understand- 
ing that I. would recommend that no per- 
centage tax based upon gross earnings of 
these companiés should be imposed, in view 
of the fact that the taxes derived from these 
properties on an ad valorum basis would ex- 
ceed the amount formerly received under the 
act which waseheld by our court to be un- 
constitutional. 

The telegraph companies declined 
my assessments under such 
they will be arbitrated. 

There being no tax on gross receipts of 
railroad companies, the foregoing rule was 
not applied nor considered in taxing properties 
but they were assessed at what I considered 
their true market value.

MUST ALL BE HELD OVER 


Expenses of Running the 


-Take Up Every Dollar of the 
State's Income.

For the first -time in the memory © 
the present generation the general as- 
sembly of Georgia finds itself where it 
must turn down every application for 
a special appropriation. Bills for spe- 
cial appropriations aggregating $404. - 
600 have been introduced, but not one 
of them is to be passed ihis session, for 
the reason that the house appropria- 
tions committee has been unable to. find 
any place from which to draw the nec- 
essary funds. 

The $15,000 asked for repairs ‘on the 
“old college’ building at tne state uni- 
versity, whereby a dormitory can be 
secured which would cost $50,000 if 
erected now, ‘cannot be granted. The 
$10,000 desired for the cotton ‘oll re- 
finery at the Georgia Tech must be re- 
fused, along with the $80,000 with which 
it was hoped to establish and house a 
School of mining engineering at the 
Same institution. Numerous pleas for ap- 
propriations for repairs and improve- 
ments at various state Institutions must 
all be turned down. 

This simply means that no permanent 
limprovements are to be made at any 
State institution this year. Georgia can- 
not continue the progress which has 
Qeen hers for years, gut must content 
herself with paying the fixed charges 
of running her government and institu- 
tions, and if the state fs to be bettered, 
that must come in future years. 

Will Read Bill Today. 

The appropriations committee will to- 
day 4scall for the third reading of the 
general appropriation bill, and recom- 
mend for passage the general deficien- 
cy bill of $83,115, and with this goes 
the special deficiency bill, already pass- 
ed, ainounting to $66,000, for the pen- 
sion deficiency and expenses of carry- 
ing on the court of appeals. 

The most important appropriation 
mentioned in the bil! is that for common 
Schools, $1,854,200 for 1908 and $2,004.,- 
200 for 41909. This is an increase for the 
coming year (1908) over 1907 of $65,000, 
and for 1909, $215,000.

Government Recognizes .Woman’s 


Work. 


In recognition of the work accomplish- 
ed by women’s clubs in forestry, in their 
creation of public favor for legislation 
governing forestry and their continuous 
energy in this direction, the United 
States government hag appointed Mr. 
Enos Mills, one of the government ex- 
perts@in forestry, to cooperate with the 
club women in thelr efforts. 

His services are at their command, and 
he will address the Georgia club women 
at their annual meeting‘to be held in Tif- 
ton, Ga., in November. 

Mr. Mills has made a thorough inves- 
tigation of the meeds of forestry protec- 
tion in all gections of the country, and 
his address before Georgia's active body 
of women will be an inspiring and signifi- 
cant event. 

It was a notable fact that at the meet- 
ing of the Georgia club women in Macon 
last yeap, scarcely a club report was 
made that did not exploit the fact of a 
general interest in the protection of the 
forest; in the matter of good roads and 
village improvement work. . 

The coming therefore of Mr. Mills with 
his fund of valuable information will 
be an incident of stirring interest to his 
progressive audience, and may, through 
the club women be a direct step toward 
inspiring the same interest in Georgia 
that has arisen through Hobson’s exper- 
iment along these lines in Alabama. 

Nobody queried on the subject can fail 
to appreciate the necessity of forestry 
protection, but Alabama, like Georgia, 
had taken little initiative in substantia- 
ting the interest until Captain Hobson 
made his experiment in the early sum- 
mer. 

Through continuous effort he secured 
the services of a government expert in 
forestry; one in soils, one in agriculture 
and one in good roads, and with them he 
traveled through the five counties of his 
constituency and held rallies at which 
each man talked to his particular spe- 
cialty, and adapted his talk to the espe- 
cial] needs of that vicinity. 

Of the group of men, none commanded 
more interest than the expert in for- 
estry, especially in his explanation of 
the economic value of forestry legisla- 
tion. Appalled, as he must have been 
by the devastation of land in that par- 
ticular section of Alabama, where the 
buzz of the sawmill tells the story of 
grind on the rich timber, leaving barren 
the soil that yielded it. 

“Plant a tree everywhere you cut one,’ 
was the practical principle that caught 
the Alabama farmers in Hobson's diss 
trict, and they age ‘‘waiting wpon” their 
representatives in the Alabama legisla- 
ture to make a law that will enforce ap- 
plication of the principle. 

The state ahd the county should unite 
their forces in reaching out for the nec- 
essary legislation governing forestry, 
and the government, as in the case of 
the Hobson project, and in the case of 
the recent appointment of Mr: Mills, 
will be found ready to lend their service 
to any project that means a betterment 
of conditions to any section of country,

House R, R, Committee Wants 
Five R, RB, Commissioners, 


BILL SLIGHTLY AMENDED 


Railroad Committee of the House 
Amended Senate Bill Raising 
Number of Commissioners to 
Five—Bill by Mr. Pope Is 
Favorably Reported. 


There will be a fight in the house 
when the Candler-Felder bill enlarg- 
ing the powers of the railroad commis- 
sion, as passed by the senate, comes up 
for third reading and passage, to have 
the number of commissjoners raised from 
three to five.

With this and several minor amend- 
ments, the bill was reported favorably. 
The senate bill will probably come wp 
before the similar house bill is reached 
on the calendar, which has been pre- 
viously reported favorably, just as was 
the senate bill. 

In addition the committee reported fa- 
vorably the bill by Mr. Pope, of Brooks, 
authorizing the railroad commtssion to 
employ three expert accountants to check 
up the freight books of railroads and 
express companies to see that the com-

Lady Godiva. é 


Coventry, England, August 7.—Mouni- 
ed on a white palfrey and. decorously 
clothed in masses of hair, pink fleshings 
and clouds of gauze, a modern Lady 
Godiva today gave a representation of 
the historic ride through the city’s 
Streets. 

Coventry had been Lady Godiva mad 
for a week. When a revival procession, 
last witnessed in (887, was first mooted 
there were many who desired a strict 
adherence of tradition, even t6 the 
nudity of Lady Godiva, but the anti- 
nudities effected a compromise and a 
vaudeville actress, whose specialty is to 
display herself in groups of living stat- 
uary, Was engaged to represent the his- 
toric benefactress of Coventry. 

The actress, who is said to have com- 
plained that she could make half a 
dozen summer frocks out of the gauze 
she was compelled to wear, took an hour 
and a half to arrange her trailigg hai» 
and long drapery and then a special 
committee had to approve of her costume 
before Lady Godiva was permitted to 
take her place in the pageant. Many of 
the local clergy had insisted that the 
fleshings, as being suggestive of nudity, 
left the city temporarily, but e‘ghty to’ 
a hundred thousand people -from the 
outside were present to witness the pa- 
rade. | 

Lady Godiva, who flourished about the) 
middle of the eleventh century, was the 
wife of Leofrio, Early of Chester. She 
was a woman of great piety and bene- 
factress of many churches and min- 
isters. According to the legend, Lady 
Godiva kegged her husband to relieve 
Coventry of & burdensome tax and he 
consented to do so on the _ condition 
that she should zide nakeq through the 
market place. This she did covered only 
with her long hair and thus won relief 
for the people. According to some ver- 
sions of the story, the people were com- 
manded to keep within their houses 
while Lady Godiva passed and only one 
man, ‘‘Peeping Tom,” disobeyed and he 
was miraculously stricken with blind- 
ness.

New York, August 7.—The foreign market 
today shows a better tone, caused by the in- 
creased demand from Lancashire’ spinners 
and the lack of rain in Texas.

New Orleans, August 7.—COTTON—Weather 
map and offical records this morning show 
no rain to speak of in the western belt. Tem- 
peratures are rising and prospects as we!l as 
forecasts are for continued fair weather. 
News of damage and check to growth by 
this dry spell is coming In from many points 
in Texas. Our market opened about 8 higher. 
Feeling was in favor of cotton and disposition 
was to buy on deterioration of the crop in 
Texas, but hesitation to act was clearly in 
evidence as a result of financial news from 
the metropolis. Speculation in the south is 
still under the moral ban of the years of 
financial serfdom and every time New York 
sounds the alarm in stocks and predicts 
financial weakness the south {[{s timid in 
spite of the long step toward emancipation 
started in 1899. 

The bear faction in cotton in New York re- 
lies principally at present on the prediction 
of a smash in stocks and financial troubles 
following the judgment recently rendered 
against the leading trust to prevent an ad- 
vance in cotton to get bevond meahs and 
control. After advancing to 12.45. October fell 
back to 18.87 on the dieanpointing behavior of 
New York and timiditv here. New York re- 
ports that the bear leader controls about 100,- 
000 notices and can use them against the mar- 
ket. Official records show an average tem- 
rerature of 98 for Texas and the territorio. 
Temperatures are getting high also in the 
delta, but east of Mississippi weather condi- 
tions continue very satisfactory. Good show- 
ers are a daily occurrence and crop prospects 
must now be very good. Weather conditions 
favor the continuance of the dry spell in the 
western belt. The market is quiet, people 
being afraid of the bear organization in the 
New York market and waiting to hear better 
financtal news. Yet as long as this setback 
to Texas crop prospects by drought is on 
there can hardly be much depression in cot- 
ton. 


Bartlett, Frasier & Carrington. 


New York, August 7.—COTTON—Liverpool 
was $ higher than due when we opened this 
morning and spots were 6 up with sales of 
10,000 bales. The weather map was the same 
as usual, clear west of the river and cloudy 
with showers in the Atlanhtics. There was no 
rain reported anywhere in Texas, yesterday’s 
predictions for showers failing to materialize. 

Initial quotations here were $ to 6 higher, 
but the market was very tame considering the 
news.

of the Day. 


Chicago, August 7.—Heavy realizing 
sales caused a slump of more than 2 
cents in the price of wheat today in 
the local exchange. At the close the 
September opiion was off 2!-4c. Corn 
was down 3-8c. Oats were up !-2 to 
5-8c. Provisions were 5c to 221-2c 
lower. The wheat market today was 
completely in the hands of the bears, 
who pounded prices vigorously. Com- 
mission houses also disposea of enor- 
mous lines of wheat for discouraged 
longs. The conditions in this country 
favored the bear side of tne market, 
the weather in the nortwest being fa- 
vorable for the new crop and the re- 
ceipts of new wheat in the southwest 
being a constant inkrease. The severe 
break in prices in Wall street also had 
a depressing effect on the wheat mar- 
ket. The market lacked substantial 
support, the principal demand coming 
from shorts. The close was weak and 
at the lowest point of the day. Sep- 
tember opened a shade to !|-4@3-8c high- 
er at 90 1-4c to 90 1-2c and declined to 
87 7-8@88c, where it closed. Clearances 
of wheat and flour were equal to 201,000 
bushels. Primary receipts were 1!,3!10- 
000 bushels, against 1,236,000 bushels 
on the same day last year. Minneapo- 
lis, Duluth and Chicago reported. re- 
ceipts of 499 cars, against 407 last week 
442 a year ago. 

The weakness of wheat and Increased 
country offerings caused bearish senti- 
ment in the corn pit. The late strength 
in oats partially offset these influences 
and prices rallied somewhat from the 
low point of the day.
